Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
Services  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1957. 


As  in  the  previous  year  this  report  includes  a review  of  the 
Sanitary  and  Qeansing  Services  by  the  Senior  Public  Health 
Inspector. 


Two  unsatisfactory  items  in  the  vital  statistics  for  the  year 
are  a sharp  rise  in  the  Infant  Mortality  rate  and  a rise  in  the 
number  of  deaths  from  Limg  Cancer.  Regarding  the  latter  it  can- 
not be  said,  however,  that  there  has  been  any  steady  increase  in 
recent  years.  While  17%  of  the  total  deaths  were  due  to  cancer 
of  all  t3^es,  this  percentage  has  remained  below  the  National  level 
for  the  past  6 years.  11%  of  all  deaths  were  due  to  diseases  of 
the  Respiratory  System  and  while  the  National  figure  for  1957  is 
not  yet  available,  this  proportion  of  deaths  has  exceeded  that  for 
the  whole  country  for  the  past  6 years.  Three  deaths  occurred 
in  old  persons  as  a result  of  falls  at  home,  this  is  a smaller  number 
than  in  recent  years.  Five  of  the  nineteen  deaths  of  children 
under  one  year  of  age  were  due  to  conditions  which  are  preventable 
by  modern  practice. 


The  deaths  due  to  Coronary  Disease  and  Angina  form  21% 
of  the  total  and  this  is  the  highest  figure  recorded  since  these 
diseases  were  separately  classified  in  1949.  The  increase  is  most 
marked  in  the  age-group  over  65. 


Measles  and  Dysentery  were  the  two  principal  Infectious 
diseases,  the  number  of  Measles  cases  being  the  second  largest 
recorded  since  this  disease  became  notifiable.  The  cases  occurred 
in  the  first  five  months  of  the  year — the  age  group  followed  the 
usual  pattern  and  no  fatal  cases  occurred.  The  number  of  Dysen- 
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tery  cases  was  the  largest  yet  recorded.  This  was,  in  part,  due 
to  an  outbreak  in  a Nursery  School.  Apart  from  investigations 
of  Dysentery  and  Food  Poisoning  the  main  work  of  a Health 
Department  in  the  realm  of  Infectious  Disease  to-day  is  that  oi 
preventive  innoculations.  Protection  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping 
Cough  and  Smallpox  has  been  available  for  a number  of  years  and 
now  vaccination  against  Poliomyeltis  has  been  added  to  this  list. 
When  this  last  measure  was  introduced  in  1956  the  numbers  of 
children  were  limited  to  certain  age  groups  between  the  ages  of 
two  and  nine.  During  the  year  the  age  range  was  increased  to 
include  any  child  over  six  months. 


An  outbreak  of  Asian  Influenza  began  in  the  middle  of  Sep- 
tember. It  was  not  altogether  unexpected  as  the  course  of  this 
disease  had  been  observed  from  its  beginning  in  the  Far  East  to 
its  arrival  in  this  country  in  July.  An  interesting  feature  of  this 
epidemic  was  the  large  number  of  children  involved.  Absenteeism 
being  as  high  as  40%  in  some  schools.  Percentages  affected  m 
'he  larger  industrial  firms  varied  from  10 — 30%.  The  outbreak 
appeared  to  have  declined  in  about  6 weeks. 


The  services  provided  for  the  care  of  Mothers  and  Children 
continued  satisfactorily  during  the  year.  The  percentage  of  con- 
finements in  hospital  and  Maternity  Homes  (83.2)  is  still  one  of  the 
highest  in  the  West  Riding.  The  attendance  at  the  Infant  Welfare 
Clinics  showed  an  increase,  but  there  was  a fall  m the  numbers  of 
children  attending  between  the  ages  of  2 and  5.  The  importance 
of  careful  supervision  of  these  children  in  their  years  before  school 
life,  is  again  emphasised.  The  Home  Nursing  service  was  also 
well  maintained  but  suffered  during  the  year  from  several  staff 
changes.  The  establishment  of  Domestic  Helps  was  increased  to 
the  equivalent  of  24  whole-tune  personnel,  but  the  majority  of  the 
women  employed  worked  part-time.  The  total  number  of  cases 
again  showed  an  increase  and  this  was  most  marked  in  the  chronic 
sick  cases  over  65  years  of  age.  The  work  of  the  Mental  Health 
service,  which  again  increased,  will  continue  to  enlarge,  if  full 
recognition  is  to  be  given  to  its  place  in  the  Health  Services  of  the 
future.  As  in  previous  years,  much  of  the  Social  Worker’s  time 
IS  taken  up  with  the  welfare  of  the  Mental  Defectives,  leaving  all 
too  little  time  to  devote  to  the  aftercare  of  the  mentally  sick 
adults. 
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Once  more  Housmg  and  Slum  Clearance  has  been  one  of  the 
main  subjects  in  the  work  of  the  Sanitary  Department  and  these 
are  reported  in  detail  by  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector.  In 
addition  to  the  larger  schemes  involving  Clearance  Areas,  representa- 
tions are  made  in  respect  of  a number  of  individual  unfit  houses. 
The  number  of  new  dwellings  provided,  showed  an  increase  over 
the  previous  year  both  in  respect  of  those  built  by  the  Local 
Authority  and  by  private  enterprise. 

As  a means  of  providing  further  information  on  Food  Hygiene 
for  persons  engaged  in  Food  Handling,  a series  of  six  lectures  were 
organised  in  co-operation  with  the  department  of  Further  Education. 
The  response  was  very  satisfactory  and  those  attending  showed 
their  interest  by  questions  and  discussions  and  by  regularity  of 
attendance  in  spite  of  severe  weather  conditions. 

The  sampling  of  synthetic  cream  and  processed  egg  was  con- 
tinued and  while  no  outbreaks  of  disease  were  traced  to  these 
substances,  the  reports  obtained  on  some  of  the  samples  showed 
that  contmual  vigilance  is  required. 


The  details  of  the  Sanitary  Services  have  been  compiled  by 
tfie  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  W.  Gilchrist,  to  whom  and 
to  the  staff  of  his  section  I express  thanks  for  the  loyal  co-operation 
during  the  year. 


I am  also  indebted  to  Miss  K.  Lister,  Chief  Clerk,  and  other 
members  of  the  Divisional  Health  Office  Qerical  Staff,  for  the 
preparation  of  the  Medical  details  and  assembly  of  this  report.

GENERAL  PROVISION  FOR  HEALTH  SERVICES 
FOR  THE  AREA 

DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE 

This  service  is  provided  by  the  Local  Health  Authority. 

The  service  has  increased  steadily  during  the  year. 

The  establishment  of  Domestic  Helps  as  fixed  by  the  Local 
Health  Authority  was  (for  the  whole  of  Division  15 — Batley  and 
Heckmondwike)  24  whole-time  Home  Helps. 

The  recruitment  of  Domestic  Helps  was  sufficient  to  maintain 
the  establishment  during  the  greater  part  of  the  year. 

All  applicants  for  appointment  as  Home  Helps,  furnish  the 
names  of  two  referees,  are  the  subject  of  a report  by  a Health 
Visitor  and  are  then  interviewed  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
m his  capacity  as  Divisional  Medical  Officer  of  the  Local  Health 
Authority’s  services. 

For  Tuberculosis  cases,  the  Flome  Help  is  invited  to  volunteer 
for  this  type  of  case  and  before  commencing  duty  is  examined 
(including  X-Ray)  by  the  area  Chest  Physician  and  re-examined 
at  intervals  oi  six  months  if  still  attending  this  type  of  case.

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS,  1948— 1951— Section  47 

1.  E.F.  was  a married  woman,  77  years  of  age,  for  many  years 
separated  from  her  husband  and  living  alone.  The  attention 
of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  drawn  to  this  case  during  1956 
because  of  the  dirty  condition  of  her  house  and  her  somewhat 
strange  behaviour  but  at  that  time  there  was  insufficient  evidence  to 
justify  compulsory  removal.  During  1957  the  Medical  Officer’s 
attention  was  again  drawn  to  E.F.  by  neighbours.  She  had  fallen 
once  or  twice  and  was  becoming  dependent  on  neighbours  for  food. 
Her  house  was  in  a dirty  and  untidy  condition  and  there  was  also  a 
serious  risk  of  danger  from  fire  to  herself  and  neighbours  because 
of  her  habit  of  picking  coals  out  of  the  fire.  One  evening  she  was 
found  to  be  in  a condition  of  mental  disorientation  without  lighting 
or  heating  in  the  house  and  quite  obviously  appeared  to  be  seriously 
malnourished. 

E.F.  was  removed  to  PART  III  accommodation  on  a Magis- 
trate’s Order  under  the  National  Assistance  (Amendment)  Act,  1951, 
and  was  pardy  confined  to  bed  receiving  treatment  for  severe  nutri- 
tional anaemia.  Orders  for  her  continued  detention  in  the  Institu- 
tion were  obtained  in  accordance  with  the  Act  and  in  May  she  was 
transferred  to  a neighbouring  hospital  where  she  died  from  broncho 
pneumonia  and  arterio-sclerosis. 

2.  R.T.  was  a widower,  78  years  of  age  and  living  alone  whose 

case  was  reported  by  the  family  doctor  after  he  had  been  found 

wandering  in  the  streets  by  the  police  at  1.30  a.m.  The  case  was 
kept  under  observation  for  6 weeks  and  the  patient  was  visited 
regularly  by  the  Medical  Officer.  He  was  entirely  dependent  on 
a neighbour  for  his  food;  his  personal  habits  were  dirty  and 
insanitary  as  he  never  used  the  “outside”  lavatory;  he  was  completely 
disorientated  with  regard  to  time  and  place;  he  was  known  to  get 
up  and  go  out  at  3 o’clock  in  the  morning  and  return  some  hours 
later  in  pouring  rain.  This  man  has  four  sons  (two  abroad)  and 
four  daughters,  but  it  appeared  that  none  were  able  to  offer  him 
accommodation  and  the  patient  himself  declined  to  leave  his  own 
house,  refusing  repeated  suggestions  by  his  family  doctor  and  the 
Medical  Officer  to  enter  PART  III  accommodation.  In  November, 
however,  for  his  own  safety  and  protection  a Magistrate’s  Order 
was  obtained  for  his  removal  to  PART  HI  accommodation  where  he 
still  remained  at  the  end  of  the  year.

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MENTAL  HEALTH 

The  Mental  Health  Social  Worker  is  on  the  staff  of  the  Local 
Health  Authority  and  her  services  are  shared  between  Division  15 
(Batley  and  Heckmondwike)  and  Division  17  (Spenborough  and 
Mirfield). 


In  the  cases  of  the  Mentally  sick,  the  Social  Worker  visits 
patients  who  have  been  discharged  from  hospital  and  who  have 
requested  “ after  care.”  She  gives  advice  and  help  in  the  difficulties 
of  their  home  environment,  which  have  contributed  to  their  illness. 
Advice  is  also  given  on  such  matters  as  Pensions,  National 
Assistance  and  further  attendance  at  Out-Patient  chnics.  In  this 
work  the  Social  Worker  maintains  close  contact  with  the  family 
doctors  and  local  hospitals.  The  Social  Worker  attends  the  Psychia- 
tric Out-patient  Chnic  at  Staincliffe  Hospital  once  weekly,  and  also 
prepares  home  reports  on  cases  attending  this  Clinic. 


Regular  visits  are  paid  to  the  houses  of  certified  Mental 
Defectives  for  the  purposes  of  supervision  and  advice.  Qose 
contact  is  maintained  with  Occupation  Centres  where  these  patients 
attend  for  training.  Successful  work  is  done  in  finding  suitable 
employment  for  those  defectives  who  are  capable  of  work,  but  by 
reason  of  their  handicap,  require  special  consideration  by  employers. 


The  Social  Worker  also  prepares  periodical  reports  on  home 
conditions  in  respect  of  Mental  Defectives  in  Institutions.

1.  REPORT  OF  SENIOR  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR  — 

1957 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  submit  this  annual  review  of  the  Borough’s 
enviromental  health  and  cleansing  services  for  the  year  1957. 

Housing,  particularly  slum  clearance,  again  received  consider- 
able attention.  Six  clearance  areas,  involving  150  unfit  houses  in 
various  parts  of  the  Borough,  were  formally  declared  by  the  Council 
during  the  year.  The  largest  of  these  areas  was  the  second  part  of 
the  Providence  Street  Qearance  Scheme  and  added  another  115 
unfit  houses  to  the  fist  of  71  for  demolition  there.  The  other 
Qearance  Areas  consisted  of  small  blocks  of  unfit  houses  dealt  with 
by  Qearance  Orders  excepting  Middlegate  which  took  the  form  of  a 
confirmed  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  for  27  houses.  This  latter 
area  should  prove  a useful  addition  to  the  Chandler  Hill  site  for 
Council  redevelopment  in  central  Birstall.  Plans  were  well  forward 
at  the  end  of  the  year  to  deal  with  the  1958  slum  clearance  pro- 
gramme which  will  make  a total  of  520  unfit  houses  dealt  with 
under  demolition  procedure  since  slum  clearance  was  resumed  in 
1955. 

The  passing  into  law  of  the  Rent  Act,  1957,  has  provided  yet 
another  facet  to  housing  administration  although  the  volume  of 
apphcations  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  has  not  proved  as  heavy 
as  anticipated. 

Details  of  meat  and  other  food  inspections,  and  of  systematic 
food  sampling,  are  given  in  the  report  which  follows.  Milk  and 
milk  products  have  been  regularly  examined  bacteriologically  and 
chemically  and  have  shown  satisfactory  results.  Two  private 
slaughterhouses  were  in  regular  use  and  the  inspection  of  meat  was 
fully  maintained. 
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The  co-operation  of  the  Joseph  Priestley  Institute  of  Further 
Education  made  it  possible  to  have  informative  discussions  with 
food  handlers  and  local  tradespeople  on  the  importance  of  clean 
food  handling  and  the  obhgations  of  food  traders  under  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations,  1955.  These  talks  were  suitably  illustrated 
with  film  strip  and  commendably  well-attended  sessions  were  main- 
tained. It  is  hoped  to  repeat  them  in  the  coming  year. 

A scheme  for  modernising  the  central  Market  Place  public 
conveniences  was  approved  and  work  began  there  at  the  end  of 
the  year.  There  is  no  reason  why  these  public  facilities  should  not 
be  made  attractive  structurally,  and  it  is  hoped  that  vandalism  will 
not  make  too  impossible  the  task  of  maintaining  them  so. 

It  is  anticipated  that  next  year  will  see,  for  the  first  time  since 
1954,  a full  staff  of  Public  Health  Inspectors.  I offer  my  thanks 
to  all  members  of  the  staff  who  have  done  so  much  to  maintain 
the  steady  progress  of  the  work  of  the  Department  and  have  shown 
interest  and  enthusiasm  in  a job  of  public  service  that  is  well  worth 
doing.

(i)  WATER  SUPPLY.  The  town’s  main  supply  is  received 
from  its  own  reservoirs  which  are  situated  m the  Pennine  Hills  about 
eighteen  miles  away.  These  reservoirs  serve  all  wards  in  the  Borough 
except  Birstail,  where  the  supply  is  taken  from  Bradford  Corporation. 

Analytical  reports  stated  these  waters  to  be  of  excellent  quality 
both  for  domestic  use  and  for  trade  purposes. 

Every  house  in  the  Borough  was  supplied  from  a public  water 
main.  The  number  of  houses  supplied  was  14,362  and  the 
population  supplied  was  39,730.

There  were  no  conversions  to  water  closets  during  the  year. 

It  will  be  seen  that  by  far  the  majority  of  privies  that  still  exist 
are  in  the  Birstall  Ward  and  this  is  due  to  their  inaccessibility  to 
sewers.  The  Council’s  policy  of  contributing  towards  the  cost  of 
closet  conversion  has  resulted  in  this  problem  being  substantially 
overcome. 

5.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

(a)  Refuse  Collection 

The  service  continued  to  operate  successfully  on  a weekly 
collection  basis.  There  is  no  undue  change-over  of  personnel  to 
report  and  staff  recruitment  presented  no  difficulties.  The  bonus 
system  is  still  in  force  and  an  increasing  number  of  enquiries  about 
it  have  been  received  from  other  Local  Authorities. 

Particular  attention  to  transport  has  been  given  during  the  past 
year.  A complete  works  overhaul  of  the  four  Freighters  is  in  hand 
and  it  has  been  necessary  to  take  advantage  of  existing  contracts 
by  calling  on  a relief  vehicle  for  some  months.  These  maintenance 
contracts  are  nearing  their  term  end  and  the  Council  is  considering 
the  purchase  of  a modern  dual  tipper  rear  loader  with  which  to 
augment  its  fleet  next  year.  This  would  ensure  adequate  transport 
and  minimize  the  risk  of  interrupting  the  regularity  of  the  service 
by  reason  of  mechanical  breakdown. 


(b)  Refuse  Disposal 

All  the  town’s  household  refuse  collected  in  the  Borough  was 
disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  the  Municipal  tip  at  Scothill 
Wood  together  with  an  increasing  amount  of  trade  refuse. 
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Fire  hazard  cannot,  of  course,  be  eliminated  but  the  mechanical 
disposal  methods  now  in  use  are  resulting  in  better  coverage  and 
consolidation.  The  risk  to  children  straying  on  this  area  has  been 
considerably  reduced  with  the  filling  of  the  colliery  dam  and  demo 
lition  of  the  worst  of  the  derelict  colliery  buildings  at  the  tipping 
site. 


It  was  pleasing  to  be  able  to  give  temporary  assistance  to  a 
neighbouring  Authority  by  disposing  of  their  refuse  during  a short 
period  of  difficulty  for  them.

This  apparatus  consists  of  a deposit  gauge,  smoke 
filter,  and  lead  peroxide  instrument  and  these  record  the  nature 
and  extent  of  the  air  pollution.  The  cost  of  maintainmg  the  instru- 
ments is  borne  by  the  County  Council.  The  following  Tables  and 
Graphs  give  a summary  of  the  recordings. 

The  emission  of  black  smoke  from  industrial  chimneys  was 
timed  on  21  occasions.  This  was  found  to  constitute  a nuisance 
in  6 instances  involving  6 firms.

The  bacteriological  standard  of  the  public  milk  supply  in  the 
Borough  continues  to  be  of  a high  order.  This  is  due  to  compliance 
with  the  regulations  under  which  all  milk  is  sold  under  a “special 
designation,”  the  Borough  becoming  a specified  area  in  1954. 
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The  number  of  samples  submitted  to  the  Methylene  Blue  Test 
was  increased  by  25%  on  last  year  to  210,  yet  of  these  less  than 
1%  failed  to  pass  the  test.  Similarly  the  number  of  samples  sub- 
mitted to  the  Phosphatase  test  was  increased  by  18%  to  198,  yet 
only  1%  failed  the  test.  With  a full  complement  of  staff  maximum 
vigilance  was  maintained  in  ensuring  a good  milk  supply. 


A marked  improvement  occurred  in  the  quahty  of  Tuberculin 
Tested  milk.  Last  year  29%  of  submitted  samples  failed  the 
Methylene  Blue  test  which  figure  is  this  year  reduced  to  less  than 
8%  although  the  number  or  samples  submitted  was  increased 
shghtly.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  such  a rewarding  result  of  the 
special  emphasis  given  to  hygiene  on  the  farms  and  it  is  a spur 
to  further  effort  to  obtain  the  best  possible  quality  in  the  matter 
of  the  public  milk  supply. 


(b)  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

During  1957  the  following  visits  were  made  ; 473  to  slaughter- 
houses i 24  to  meat  shops  ; 8 to  market  stalls  ; 67  to  provision 
and  other  food  stores  ; 59  to  bakehouses  ; 7 to  fried  fish  shops; 
26  to  food  preparation  rooms  and  canteens  ; and  40  to  ice-cream 
premises. 


Since  the  resumption  of  private  slaughtering  in  July,  1954, 
two  private  slaughterhouses,  both  situate  in  the  Birstall  Ward,  have 
been  in  use,  and  regular  slaughtermg  has  been  carried  on  there  by 
five  butchers,  whilst  three  other  butchers  have  made  occasional  use 
of  the  premises. 


11  Slaughtermen  have  been  hcensed  by  this  Authority  and 
slaughtering  usually  takes  place  at  the  beginning  of  the  week, 
including  Sundays.  Slaughterhouse  inspection  of  all  food  carcases 
has  been  maintained.

(c)  ADULTERATION,  ETC. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1955 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  and  Public  Health  (Preservatives,  etc. 
in  Food)  Regulations,  1925  and  1948 
During  the  year  under  review,  216  samples  of  milk  and 
miscellaneous  foods,  as  detailed  in  the  appended  Table  I,  were 
purchased  and  submitted  to  the  Pubhc  Analyst  who  certified  212 
samples  to  be  genuine  and  4 adulterated.  This  gives  an  adulteration 
figure  of  1.9%  as  compared  with  0.7%  for  the  previous  year.

POLIOMYELITIS— 3 cases  were  notified  during  1957. 
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Inummisadoii  against  Poliomyelitis 

The  scheme  introduced  by  the  Local  Health  Authority  last 
year  was  continued  although  there  was  some  delay  in  obtaining 
vaccine  in  the  first  two  months.  The  age  range  was  revised  in  May 
to  include  all  children  over  6 months  of  age.  Inoculations  were 
continued  throughout  the  year  for  infants  and  for  the  age  groups 
of  school  children  which  were  selected  by  the  Ministry  in  1956. 

1,160  children  completed  immunisations  before  the  end  of  the 

year. 


DYSENTRY— 104  cases  were  notified  or  discovered  by 
investigations.  In  all  cases  confirmed  bacteriologicaUy,  the  organism 
was  Sh.  Dysentariae  “Sonne.” 

One  outbreak  involved  a Nursery  School  of  30  children.  16 
proved  cases  were  found  while  5 more  cases  occurred  in  the  Junior 
department  of  the  same  school.  At  the  same  time  cases  occurred 
in  a private  home  for  aged  persons.  2 patients  and  one  member 
of  the  staff  being  affected  ; the  disease  being  confirmed  bacterio- 
logically  in  each  case.  A child  who  lived  at  this  home  was  one 
of  the  cases  from  the  Nursery  School  and  it  would  appear  that  she 
may  have  been  the  link  between  these  two  outbreaks. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  Sh.  Sonnei  was  widespread  at  this  time 
and  in  view  of  the  mildness  of  many  cases  and  the  short  duration  of 
symptoms  it  is  probable  that  many  other  cases  remained  undetected. 


FOOD  POISONING— 6 cases  occurred  during  the  year. 


INFLUENZA — Eleven  deaths^yvere  certified  to  be  the  result 
of  influenza.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  was  related 
to  the  outbreak  of  Asian  Influenza  which  occurred  in  September 
and  October.  Although  a special  feature  of  this  outbreak  was  the 
large  number  of  children  involved  all  the  fatal  cases  were  persons 
in  middle  or  later  life.  At  the  height  of  the  outbreak  the  attendances 
at  some  schools  were  reduced  by  30-50%.  Attendances  at  some 
of  the  larger  factories  were  also  affected  although  some  of  the 
absenteeism  was  due  to  women  having  to  stay  at  home  to  care  for 
their  sick  children.
